Inpatient Programs 

Inpatient services reflect the needs of Complex Continuing 
Care patients, with 46 inpatient beds. 

COMPLEX CONTINUING CARE 

Patients have 2 or more complex conditions that are not 
acute but require ongoing hospital care. Most Complex 
Continuing Care patients are able to be discharged home 
with homecare supports, to a long-term care home, or to 
a retirement home, after receiving restorative care at Port 
Colborne Site. 

THE CARE TEAM 

The inpatient care team is led by Hospitalists (hospital 
specialist physicians) and a Nurse Practitioner, with bedside 
care delivered by RNs, RPNs and Personal Support Workers. 

SUPPORTIVE THERAPIES/SERVICES 

Hospital services for inpatients include Clinical Nutrition, 
Diagnostic Imaging, Laboratory, Occupational Therapy, 
Pharmacy, Physiotherapy, Recreational Therapy, Social 
Work, Speech Therapy and Spiritual/Religious Care. 

NEW PORT CENTRE 

A provincial program for addiction management and 
recovery. New Port Centre has 35 beds for an intensive 
18-day recovery program. A range of services are offered, 
along with follow-up outpatient programs. 

Outpatient Programs 

A wide range of outpatient clinics and services are offered. 

• DIABETES EDUCATION - Niagara Diabetes 
Education Centre nurses and dietitians provide ongoing

Local high schools make the grade

WELLAND — Instead of 
handing out report cards, local 
high schools are receiving them. 
The Education Quality and 


its Ontario Secondary School 
Literacy Test results last week. 


The test, written annually 
in April, is used to determine 
whether a student has achieved 
the minimum standard expected 
by the Ontario Curriculum in 
reading and writing through the 
end of Grade 9. 

Of the 1,901 students who 
took the test for the first time at 


Niagara Catholic District School 
Board, 88% were successful at 
meeting or exceeding the pro¬ 
vincial standard — the same 
success rate the board achieved 
during the 2008-09 school year 
Four of Niagara Catholic’s 
eight high schools were able to 
increase or maintain the success 


rates they achieved during the 
2008-09 school year 

Overall in Ontario 142,955 
students took the assessment, 
with an 84% success rate. 

Niagara Catholic’s success in 
exceeding the provincial aver¬ 
age shows the learning strate¬

Port Colbome High School 
wasn’t for behind Eastdale, said 
its principal Nigel Evans. 

Evans said the school went 
from 73% in 2008-09 to 86% in
